Curing Leprosy. 

Some weeks ago the Courant men¬ 
tioned that a Cuban had asserted that 
he bad discovered a cure for leprosy 
and had so far Impressed tho Havana 
authorities that a commission of phy¬ 
sicians had been appointed to investi¬ 
gate the matter. It now appears a 
leper no further away than Pennsyl¬ 
vania Is so much improved Id health 
that he has been released from quaran¬ 
tine. It is asserted that while bacilli 
are found in nodules on hla face, his 
blocd shows no trace of them or of 
the disease, and tbe authorities of 
Wllkeabarre, which have been keeping 
him and his family in quarantine at 
an expense of $3,000 a year, have put 
an end to the outlay by removing the 
quarantine. It may be supposed that 
the man, Joseph Norman, will not be 
altogether popular at social gatherings 
for some time to come, but it la signifi¬ 
cant that his condition has so far im¬ 
proved thst he is permitted to be at 
large.—Hartford Courant
